Many specific administration foreign and 
defense policies evidently are judged even 
by their makers and defender's as marked­ 
ly imperfect in their service to the total na­ 
tional need. 
Though perhaps without particular in­ 
tent, President Kennedy in answering press 
conference questions underscores again and 
again what might be termed the partial un­ 
desirability of several key policies. He can­ 
didly ticks off their flaws. 
Yet in virtually every' instance he con­ 
cludes that these policies mast be pursued 
because: the alternative is worse. 
Some principal examples he stresses: 
This country prepares to resume atmos­ 
pheric testing of nuclear weapons. 
Since this means contamination of the 
air, Kennedy says no security for humanity 
can come from such tests. But he believers 
the danger to human beings might lie even 
greater if we were, through inaction, to al­ 
low the Soviet Union to develop a nuclear 
antimissile missile which could nullify our 
deterrent power. 
The United States keeps pursuing largely 
fruitless talks with the Russians over Ber­ 
lin because, in the President’s view, to halt 
them would be to announce the failure of 
negotiation in a perilous trouble spot. 
The administration backs U.S. purchase 
of $100 million in United Nations bonds lo ­ 
calise, even though other nations are not 
bearing their share of U.N. expense, our re­ 
fusal to carry this burden would see the 
“cause of freedom to collapse in a whole 
variety of ways.’* 
By the same token, the President says, 
wo continue heavy outlays of foreign as­ 
sistance to Asia, Africa and Latin America 
despite 
the fact 
we are economically 
strained by this effort. The alternative— 
little or no aid—would in his judgment of>en 
wide areas of the globe to*the advance of, 
communism. 
In an ideal world, evervlxxiy would pay 
his U.N. hills, 
our Western 
European 
friends would contribute nightly to boost­ 
ing the underdeveloped nations, the Rus­ 
sians w’ould talk turkey on Berlin and would 
not prepare secretly for crucial nuclear 
tests in the atmosphere. 
But since these circumstances do not 
exist, we have to deal with the frustrating 
realities.

WASHINGTON — Mass meet 
ings to espouse a cause are not 
only legitimate as an expression 
of the “free speech" idea in 
America, but they give a chance

“Young 
Americans for Freedom started 
planning for a rally to be held 
on March 7 in Madison Square 
Garden in New York City. It was 
planned as a manifestation of the 
interest of the younger genera 
tion in the cause of anti-commu­ 
nism. But lately it has been get 
ting some unfavorable publicity 
because some of the persons des 
i gnat (Hi to receive awards have 
not accepted the invitations. 
As with some other new or 
ganizations venturing into the 
domain of public rallies, mistakes 
have been made in the planning 
of such events. In the first place, 
only one Democrat and several 
Republicaas in Congress were in­ 
vited to speak. This caused Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd, of Connecticut, 
a Democrat, to withdraw his ac­ 
ceptance, He said: 
“I regard the anti-Communist 
cause as one which, if it is to 
succeed, must function as a bi­ 
partisan 
movement 
which 
is 
neither dominated by nor identi­ 
fied w’ith any political party or 
any political faction. . . . 
“When I received your initial 
invitation. I had the expectation 
that the award presentation was 
to be a non-partisan meeting for 
the purpose of honoring a di­ 
verse group of Americans for 
contributions 
to 
freedom 
and 
anti-communism.” 
Then Sen. John G. Tower, of 
Texas, Republican, who had also 
been invited to speak, wrote that 
it would be politically embar­ 
rassing for him to be there. He 
said this was because Gen. Ed­ 
win A. W alker—who had been 
announced as a speaker — is a 
candidate 
in 
the 
Democratic 
primary for Governor of Texas. 
So the invitation to the general 
was withdrawn. 
Another 
unfortunate episode 
occurred. The organization invit­ 
ed Moise Tshombe, the leader of 
the secessionist movement in the 
Congo, to appear and receive a 
citation. But the Congolese lead­ 
er hasn’t been able to get a visa 
from the U. S. Department of 
State for his passport. The State 
Department said Thursday that 
a visit by Tshombe at this time 
would interrupt and jeopardize" 
efforts to unify the Congo. 
Where the planers of the mass 
meeting of the “Young Ameri­ 
cans for Freedom” made their 
error w’as in combining a contro­ 
versial rally in behalf of Tshom­ 
be with an award-giving cere­ 
mony to Americans, among them 
persons prominent in party poli­ 
tics. Those invited 
to accept 
awards may look 
askance at 
possible misinterpretations that 
could unsue from their presence 
at such ceremonies. 


This 
writer,

example, 
doesn’t participate in rallies of 
this kind and about two months 
ago declined an invitation to ac­ 
cept an award at the Madison 
Square 
Garden 
meeting 
of 
March 7. Although he had never 
authorized the use of his name, 
It appeared by mistake on the 
literature first announcing the 
rally. 
Conservative o r g a n ! zations 
have sprung up in various parts 
of the country. Some are con­ 
scientiously trying to promote 
w’orthy causes. There have been 
organizations on the conserva­ 
tive and on the radical sides 
which have done effective work 
for their causes on college cam­ 
puses. 
Others, 
however, 
have 
hurt a cause by their unfounded 
and slanderous statements. The 
John Birch Society, for instance, 
might have made more headway 
had not its leader attacked men 
like Gen. Eisenhower as alleged­ 
ly being pro-Communist. 
Also, there’s another organi­ 
zation out West which in recent 
months has kept up a letter 
campaign against the Council on 
Foreign Relations in New York 
City. The cry is that the latter 
association has Communist lean­ 
ings. This is an absurd charge. 
The council is an organization 
of 1,800 members who meet pri­ 
vately as a seminar group and 
listen 
periodically 
to lectures 
from prominent persons in the 
field of foreign affairs. Secre­ 
taries of State, dthcr govern­

visitors from abroad have been 
among its many speakers.

propaganda, and has defended 
the Council on Foreign Rela­ 
tions. 
A vast amount of literature on 
public affairs has been circulated 
by various organizations in re­ 
cent months -ranging in subject 
m atter all the way from partisan 
politics to attacks on religious 
denominations. Perhaps the per­ 
sons who have engaged in this

selves been misled either by im­

It is, therefore, very impor­ 
tant that "cause’’ groups—which 
do come out in the open and 
number among their sponsors

radical — should be especially

purposes and 
personnel. 
For the public often cannot judge 
the merits of a movement just by 
its name—the people can have 
confidence in an organization as 
a rule only when they recognize 
the names of sponsors whose 
characters and positions in pub­ 
lic affairs are knowm to them.

His big idea was expressed 
in the one-column head over the 
news story, w’hich said: 
“AMNESTY 
BY

ASKED FOR EX-REDS. 
“Sulzberger tells John Carroll 
class he would absolve any who 
cut ties by ’48. Suggests a panel 
to develop idea to clear the mis­ 
led. 
Publisher gets degree.” 
The Times printed 3** col­ 
umns of verbatim quotes. 
'The record of history then 
showed, 
and 
Mr. 
Sulzberger 
must have known, that Joseph 
Stalin, whom he had interviewed 
as a journalist, had massacred 
about 10.(XX).000 Ukrainians and 
others in an engineered famine 
waged in cold blood for a politi­ 
cal purpose. 
He had also car­ 
ried out a slaughter of about 
13.000 Polish army officers and 
intellectual civilians in an atroc­ 
ity called the Katyn Massacre. 
The Russians were trying to 
blame this on the Nazi Carman*, 
but, after the tide turned against 
Hitler, the German army con­ 
ducted two American officers, 
prisoners of war captured in 
North Africa, to the forest in 
which 
the 
victims 
had 
been 
buried in trenches. 
The Ger­ 
mans adduced proof that Soviet 
Russia had killed these people.

fetched

to 
Washington where, in the Pen­ 
tagon .they made a sworn record 
incriminating the Russian army 
in Katyn. This record later dis­ 
appeared absolutely out of head­ 
quarters of army intelligence, 
but no American officer ever 
was even charged in this con- 
nection and the mystery just 
vanished in vapor.

sons suspected that the Russians

away with this record. However, 
to have cried out about this 
would have smacked of McCar- 
t by ism, a loathsome term, or 
John Birchism, both of which 
are injurious to the reputation 
of Americans today.

3. Fill wishbone area (neck) with stuffing, if used. Fasten neck skin to back with skewer. Fill cavity lightly, if stuffing is used. Push drumsticks under 
hand of skin at tail; or tie them to tail. 


4. Place turkey on rack in shallow roasting pail. Brush skin with butter. Place in preheated oven. If desired, baste or brush occasionally with melted butter 
or pan drippings — especially any dry areas. When turkey is ll3 done, cut cord or hand of skin at drumsticks. 


5. Continue roasting until done. To test doneness, a roast meat thermometer placed in center of the thickest breast muscle should registed 190 • 
195 F. If stuffing is used, it should register 165 degrees F at the same time. Turkey is done when meat at thickest part of drumstick feels very soft when 
pressed between protected fingers. 


6. Approximate total roasting time for a 12- to 16-pound stiffed turkey is 4x/i to 5!/2 hours and 4 to 4!/j hours for an unstuffed bird.

When a persistent Insomnia 
began to threaten her w’ork’s effi­ 
ciency, a young woman placed 
h e r s e l f under psychoanalytic 
treatment.

"When I heard the other kids 
talking about the costumes they 
wfere going to wear it never 
dawned on me that I wasn’t go­ 
ing to be invited," she said. "So 
I went right ahead, bought crepe 
paper, made myself a witch’s cos­ 
tume—the hat, the old broom 
everything. Then the afternoon 
of the party another girl told me 
that Betty’s mother W’ouldn’t let 
her ask me. I never knew why. 
My father gave me a quarter 
for not crying. . . . " 
"How lonely and hurt you 
must have felt," her doctor Aid. 
Shocked, his patient stared at 
him. Then, as his quiet insistence 
on 
the 
unremembered 
p a i n 
touched it, she flung her hands 
over hor face—and burst into the 
tears that should have been en­ 
couraged 15 years before. 
The comforting of children, 
contrary to general belief, is not 
‘There, there, little girl, don’t 
cry." 
The child guidance books are 
always very eager for us to per­ 
mit children to feel their resent­ 
ments at us, carefully explaining 
that the "repression” of anger 
boomerangs back upon them in 
the form of self-accusation. But 
for some reason they are less in­ 
sistent on the danger of denying 
them their hurts. 
They do not explain that for­ 
bidding a child his tears either 
by impatience, ridicule, or anx­ 
ious hovering makes it impossi­ 
ble for him to discover that he 
ha* survived the hurt. 
They do not tell us children 
who are not allowed to discover 
that they can live past It develop 
shyness—fear of more hurt. 
So true comfort is not, "There, 
there, little child, don’t cry." In
